(Dick) Wallace and Pte Jack Book- 
er are fisted as missing after the 
Dieppe raid, according to telegrams 
received from Ottawa by relatives 
on Monday. Ihe were both mem. 
bers of the Calgary fanks which suf- 
fered heavy casualties during the 
raid. 

Lieut Wallace was born in Cal- 
gary 35 years ago and received his 
education there. He joined the staff 
of the Atlas Lumber Co. and for 
8)me years was manager of the Air- 
drie yard being later transferred to 
Didsbury Soon after the outbreak 
of war he joined the Alberta Light 
Horse (reserve militia) and was in 
command of the detachment tt this 
point for some time He later join- 
ed the active forces and received 6 
commission in the Calgary Tanks, 
going overseas in June, 1941. Ac. 
cording to letters received from the 
boys overseas he was a very popular 
oflicer. 

His wife and two children, Betty 
and Mervin, moved from here to 
Calgary where they still reside His 
mother, Mrs EK M. Wallace and 
his sister, Mrs A Peter, also livesin 
Calgary. 

Trooper Jack Booker, the second 
son of Mr and Mrs H.1). Booker, 
was 26 years of age and was born 
and educated in Didsbury. He was 
one of the first to enlist after the war 
broke out, joining the Calgary High- 
landers in September, 1939, and 
then went overseas in June, 1440 
He transferred to the Ordnance 
Corp and for nine months worked as 
a welder. With the hope of getting 
into action he again transferred, 
to the Calgary Tanks. 

His only brother and sister are 
both in active service, Peter being 
with the RO.M.S. overseas, and 
Jo wit the women’s srction of the 
R.C.A F, at Toronto 

Letters indicated that Trooper 
Booker was attached to the same 
tank as Lieut. Wallace and it is 
thought they were in action together

» Variety Test Plots 


It has been our experience that 
when visiting experimental farme, 
farmers and otliers are always inte: 
ested in varicty test plots, and in 
new or unusual crops they have never 
seen before. With this in mind we 
sent seeds of whicat, oats, barley, corn 
soy beans, grasses, alfalfa, ete. to 
country grain buyers willing to sow 
and weed the plots. Last year these 


plots were very popular. Several 
grain buyers reported that every 
farmer in the district visited tlic 


plots, and some farmers paid regula) 
weekly, visits. 

This year we have 311 plots in the 
prairie provinces. About half of them 
include annual crops only, such as: 
wheat, cats, barley, soy beans, corn, 
ete, The remaining plots have, in addi 
tion, perennial grasses and clovers. | 
All include a variety of “hybrid” 
corn for comparison with standard 
varieties. 

A complete list of plots, giving the 
location (town), and clevators in 


charge, has been sent to all groin 
buyers of line elevator companies | 
associated with the Agricultural 


Department of The North-West Tine 
Elevators Associition. 

In order to find out where 
nearest plot is, therefore, enquire
